SENATE GETS 
SCHOLARSHIP, 
TRANSIT BILLS 


HARRISBURG (A P )-A n in­ 
creased $3 million college schol­ 
arships program and a com­ 
promise $12.9 million mass trans­ 
it appropriation bill are ready 
for action by the Senate. 
The measures were released 
from Senate committees Tues­ 
day. 
The Senate Education Commit­ 
tee freed the scholarship bill af­ 
ter first increasing the program 
from $2 million, as proposed by 
Gov. Scranton, to $3 million, as 
recommended by the state Board 
of Education. 
The committee also gave the 
Pennsylvania Higher Education 
Assistance agency, the Admin­ 
istering agency-designate, the dis­ 
cretion to combine scholarships 
with state-guaranteed loans. The 
bill originally made this provi­ 
sion mandatory. 
In a related m atter, the com­ 
mittee added $500,000 to the col­ 
lege loan program on the theory 
that an increase in scholarship 
money stimulated a need for 
more loan funds. 
A separate administration loan 
bill increasing the fund from 
$425,000 to $1,225,000 has passed 
the Senate and is in the House 
Higher Education Committee. 
The mass transit bill appro­ 
priates the money for publicy 
owned systems over the next two 
years. 
Some $6 million would be used 
as capital grants with another 
$6.2 million for emergency oper­ 
ating subsidies pending comple­ 
tion of a detailed mass transit 
study. 
The Scranton 
administration 
originally proposed only capital 
grants, but went along with the 
insistence of House Democrats 
to include the operating funds 
on a temporary basis.

BREAK RULES 
TO POSTPONE 
FALL MEETING 


MOSCOW (A P) — The Soviet 
Communist party has decided to 
break its rules and postpone a 
party congress, Indicating inde­ 
cision 
or 
even 
disagreement 
among the leaders on basic 
questions, informed sources said 
today. 
A number of major decisions 
face Soviet leaders: 
How much to oppose the Unit­ 
ed States in Viet Nam and help 
the Vietnamese Communists, in 
an effort to maintain leadership 
of the Communist bloc against 
Chinese claims to be more revo­ 
lutionary. How to balance this 
against an effort to avoid nucle­ 
ar war by preserving peaceful 
coexistence 
with 
the 
United 
States. 
How to distribute the Soviet 
Union’s strained economic re­ 
sources among various demands 
for more consumer goods, indus­ 
trial development, military and 
space research expansion, and 
foreign aid. 
PARTY CONTROL 
And, possibly, who is to con­ 
trol the party, which controls the 
Soviet Union. 
The decision to postpone the 
party congress means these is­ 
sues are still unresolved and 
causing trouble in the leader­ 
ship, the sources said. 
According to party rules, a 
congress must be held every 
four years to decide policies. A 
congress 
ratifies 
decisions 
reached by party leadership. 
The last congress was held in 
October 1961, making the next 
one due this October. But, the 
sources said, the party has de­ 
cided to postpone it until next 
spring. 
The party’s central committee 
has not announced the congress 
so far. According to other re­ 
ports here, which would not be 
confirmed, a central committee 
meeting has been postponed be­ 
cause of indecision. 
The committee was expected 
to meet in the middle of June 
but there has been no announce­ 
ment that it did.

Selznick made many famous 
pictures, but “Gone With the 
Wind” exemplified his high re­ 
gard for quality and his willing­ 
ness to spare no expense. He 
wag determined to have Gable 
for the role of Rhett Butler 
when the production was being 
readied 27 years ago 
Gable — who died in 1960 — 
then was at MGM. Selznick was 
divorced from Irene Mayer Selz­ 
nick, 
daughter of 
L o u i s B. 
Mayer, and Mayer was boss of 
MGM. 
Mayer, now dead, told Selz­ 
nick he could have Gable pro­ 
vided that re-issue 
rights to 
“ Gone With the Wind” would go 
not to Selznick but to MGM. The 
film now is in its tenth re-issue 
and has grossed an estimated

Selznick once said: “I have 
never regretted it.

The late M argaret Mitchell, 
author of the Civil War epic, 
was offered $50 OOO by Selznick 
for the screen rights.

The three-day National Con­ 
ference on Law and Poverty is 
being sponsored by the Justice 
Department and the Office of 
Economic Opportunity as part 
of the administration’s antipov 
erty program. 
Poor people are prone to Ie 
gal 
trouble,”

prepared for the conference. 
They are often defendants, rare­ 
ly plaintiffs. They are bewil­ 
dered and bemused by legalities 
they face daily as parents, con­ 
sumers, tenants, recipients of 
public 
assistance, accused of­ 
fenders. 
POVERTY IS CAUSE 
If poverty itself is at the root 
of most of their legal troubles, 
their escape may lie, at least in 
part, in establishing iegal rights

the legal profession, the confer­ 
ence report warns, “the poor 
will not emerge from the tenta 
d e s of slum housing, job dis 
crimination, welfare inequities 
unjust crim inal procedures anc 
commercial exploitation.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Both 
House and 
Senate have now

warning to be printed on each 
package of cigarettes; 
"Cau­ 
tion: Cigarette smoking may be 
hazardous to your health.” 
While they agree on the ciga­ 
rette pack warnings, the two 
bodies of Congress disagree on 
what to do about cigarette ad­ 
vertising. 
The House bill forbids the 
Federal Trade Commission to 
regulate cigarette ads. The Sen­ 
ate bill places a three-year ban 
on FTC regulation. The FTC 
had proposed to require health 
warnings in cigarette ads, and 
this action brought the m atter 
to a head in Congress. 
VOICE VOTE 
Tobacco 
state 
congressmen 
took the lead in urging passage 
of the House bill Tuesday. The 
bill was called up unexpectedly 
and only a few members were 
on the floor. It passed on a voice 
vote. 
The bill now goes to a Senate-

is whether the ban on FTC ad 
regulation should be for three 
years or forever.

But Mayor James H. J. Tate, 
though agreeing to give exclu­ 
sive rights to the baseball Phila 
delphia Phillies of the Nationa 
League, has refused to grant the 
same rights to the Eagles. 
Hunt said an AFL team could 
pay a rental equal to that which 
Eagles’ owner Jerry Wolman 
has agreed to — providing he 
gets exclusive rights.

Speaking for the critics, Dr.

“I think our 
aim must be to get oui of Viet 
Nam but to get out of it with 
honor.” He rejected the idea of 
an immediate withdrawal and 
said the United States should 
seek face-saving devices to rec­ 
tify the situation, such as the 
French achieved in their with­ 
drawal from Algeria. 
A brisk clash between Bundy 
and Morgenthau highlighted the 
hour - long special CBS televi­ 
sion and radio program, al­ 
though there were similarities 
in the practical steps urged by 
the two men. Altogether, six 
foreign policy experts took part 
in the discussion — three for 
each side. No new proposals 
were offered.

1,800 were forced from their 
homes over the weekend. 
At Garden City, where 300 
families were left homeless, res­ 
idents were wading in the rem­ 
nants of the worst flood rn the

history 
late 
Monday 
when a dust storm blew in on 
southerly winds of 40 knots, 
cutting visibility to less than a 
block. 
SANDBAG STORES 
The water at Larned was ex­ 
pected to exceed 
the 
high 
marks of 1942 and 1951 by 4 to 
5 feet, which would place all the 
business district under water. 
Sand bags were piled around 
stores IO blocks back from the 
river on the north side. 
At Great Bend, store fronts 
were sandbagged as far as 15 
blocks from the normally calm 
river channel. 
Gov. John A Love of Colora­ 
do called the flood "the great­ 
est natural disaster” in that 
state’s history and said he was 
considering catling a special 
flood relief session of the Col­ 
orado Legislature.

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EXCISE TAX 
CUTS CO INTO 
EFFECT TODAY 


By GEOFFREY GOULD 
WASHINGTON (AP) — If you 
buy a piece of jewelry today, a 
lipstick, a handbag, a suitcase 
or even a knapsack, you won’t 
have to pay a federal retail tax 
on it — for the first time in 
years. 
Those so-called nuisance taxes 
were 
among 
the federal 
ex­ 
cise taxes wiped out at midnight 
after President Johnson signed 
the $4.7-billion tax cut bill in a 
White House ceremony Monday. 
Other excise taxes are being 
reduced in stages. The first 
stage cuts on two big ones - 
cars and air conditioners— are 
retroactive to last May 15, so 
that if you bought one of these 
anytime since then you’ll get a 
refund. On cars the refund 
should average about $70. 
"BRIGHT DAY" 
As he used dozens of souvenir 
pens to sign tne bill, Johnson 
called it “a bright day for all 
Americans." 
The President said, ‘This ex­ 
cise tax bill will make its maxi 
mum contribution to our cco 
nom ic health only if businesses 
pass along to consumers the full 
amount of the reduction in the 
tax. And today I urge every 
manufacturer and every retail 
er in this country to do just 
that." 
Price cuts to follow the tax 
cuts are not mandatory, but the 
makers and sellers of the goods 
are generally expected to pass 
on the savings to consumers. 
"FURTHER TAX RELIEF" 
Johnson said: "When there is 
again opportunity for tax revi 
sion, we hope, in particular, to 
provide further tax relief to 
those in our nation who need it 
most — those taxpayers who 
now live in the shadow of pover 
ty." 
The President didn’t explain 
what he had in mind for this 
sometime-in-the-future 
tax 
cut 
possibility. 
The first stage of the reduc 
tions will "lift one and three- 
quarters billion dollars of oner­ 
ous taxes from the American 
economy," the President said. 
The second step next January 
will cut excises by an equa 
amount. Some of the cuts, such 
as on autos and telephone calls, 
will be made in stages up until 
Jan. I, 1969. 
BIG DIVIDENDS 
Johnson said the tax cuts will 
"pay big dividends in lower 
prices, more jobs, more sales 
and more production, not just in 
1965 and 1966 but for years to 
come." 
In spite of the cuts, excise 
taxes bringing in more than 
$10.5 billion a year will remain 
in effect. They are mostly on 
alcoholic beverages, cigarettes 
and 
gasoline. 
Congress 
nas 
shown no desire to tamper with 
these revenue-producers.

And the skin-teaming, or lack 
of it, apparently can be impor­ 
tant in bow’ the baby grows up, 
said Dr. Sidney Cohen of Los 
Angeles. 
Cohen is chief of psychiatric 
service at Wadsworth Hospital 
in Los Angeles and a professor 
at the University of California 
at Los Angeles 
SERIOUS IMPACT 
It’s generally considered that 
lack of a mother, or good substi­ 
tute motherly care, may have 
serious and lifelong impact on a 
child’s character, he told the 
American Medical Association 
This is known as maternal 
deprivation — even by a tea 
mother who is cold or detachec 
and is a complex matter he 
said. 
Cohen focused upon just one 
aspect of it — little or no skin 
stimulation. 
TOUCH IS FIRST 
For one thing, he said, the 
nerve endings for touch, tem 
perature and pain are the first 
to develop insulating sheaths 
long before the infant develops 
effective nerves for hearing or 
seeing. 
Skin contacts are the first sole 
means "of communicating secu 
rity and affection, a need as 
great or even more important 
than the feeding process," Co­ 
hen said. "It is evidently relax­ 
ing and pleasurable to the infant 
to be stroked, cuddled and mas­ 
saged." 
FIRST SIX MONTHS 
What 
a child feels, from all 
senses, 
during the first 
six 
months 
of life "may have 
its 
greatest impact upon the child’s 
evolving personality and physi­ 
ology," he said. 
Children reared in an orphan­ 
age, kept clean and well-fed but 
rarely handled, weren’t consid 
ered to have fared as well, men 
tally and emotionally, as babies 
reared in a prison nursey by 
their own mothers, Cohen said, 
citing a study by 
other re 
searchers.

Horst Faas, aroused worldwide 
sympathy. It snowed the child, 
with 
leg 
wounds 
bandaged, 
limping through the rubble of 
Dong Xoai Hiking for her fami­ 
ly. 
The girl was finally flown to 
Saigon bv American helicopter 
crewmen. It was thought her 
family had be^n killed by the 
Viet Cong guerillas who over­ 
ran the village. 
FATHER KILLED 
Yen's father, a soldier, had 
been killed. So had her younger 
brother. Van Bang, 8, and a sis­ 
ter, Thi Lien, 5. 
But Yen s mother and two 
brothers lived. The mother, Le 
Thi Gai, 31, who is expecting 
another 
child, 
finally 
traced 
Yen to the Saigon hospital. 
People in the United States 
and other countries wrote The 
Associated Press in Saigon, of­ 
fering help or to adopt the little 
girl. 
But Yen’s mother will not 
consider adoption. So far. there 
has been no indication whether 
any help will actually reach 
them. 
HOUSE SMASHED 
Their house and possessions 
were smashed at Dong Xoai. 
The father’s pension amounts to 
just a few dollars a month. 
“ All our relatives live in the 
Communist north,” said Yen’s 
mother. 
“ We came down to 
South Viet Nam when the Com­ 
munists took over up there.” 
The best the mother can hope 
for is a job as a servant or laun­ 
dress at one of the army camps. 
She is a Catholic and may alan 
be eligib^ for assistance in 
some of the many Catholic refu­ 
gee villages around Saigon. 
"WANT MY DADOY"

offered funds and possibly a 
future trip to the United States 
for Yen. 
But Yen doesn’t went to leave 
her family.

SAYS SCHOOL 
SUDSIDY PLAN 
NEEDSCHAN6ES 


HARRISBURG (AP) - An in­ 
stitute at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania says the state school 
subsidy formula should be re­ 
vised to reflect special factors in­ 
cluding the impact of municipal 
service costs. 
The Fels Institute of Local 
and State Government mention­ 
ed this in its version of a new 
school subsidy formula. The in­ 
stitute aired its proposals Mon­ 
day at a hearing of the House 
Committee on Elementary Edu­ 
cation. 
This version differed some­ 
what from that offered recently 
by Gov. Scranton. Last April the 
governor proposed a new formula 
which he said would aid the 
state's bigger cities. 
David H. Kurtzman, former 
secretary of the administration 
under Democratic Gov. David 
L. Lawrence, represented the in­ 
stitute. 
SUGGEST CHANGES 
After the hearing he told a 
newsman that a city such as 
Pittsburgh had to spend 70 per 
cent of its tax revenue for mu­ 
nicipal services and only 30 per 
cent for schools. The ratio in 
some rural communities was just 
the opposite, he said. 
The 
institute’s 
Government 
Consulting 
Service 
(GCS) 
re­ 
commended v a r i o u s adjust­ 
ments to the present subsidy 
system to reflect what it term ed 
“ the special educational and fis­ 
cal requirem ents found to be 
concentrated in urban districts, 
but also existing in some non- 
urban districts.” 
“ The subsidy system should 
be adapted to include provisions 
which reflect the difference in 
cost of the educational program s 
and services required for low- 
achieving p u p i l s and which 
would provide additional funds 
to local districts on a selective 
basis,” the GES study said. “Lo­ 
cal districts s h o u l d prepare 
plans describing the content and 
cost of these special program !. 
The state should review and ap­ 
prove these plans and should 
provide additional funds based 
on the difference between the 
maximum subsidy level ($6,800 
per teaching unit )and the full 
cost of the approved program. 
“The subsidy system should 
be further adjusted so that the 
measure of local district wealth 
or tax paying ability in the for 
mula would reflect the impact 
on school district fiscal capacity 
represented by municipal serv 
ice costs.

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VOTING RIGHTS 
BILL CANNOT 
AID 0. C. FOLK 


By CARL P. LKUBSDORF 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
1965 voting rights bill will help 
thousands of Southern Negroes 
to register and vote. 
But it will do nothing to let 
three-quarters of a million dis­ 
enfranchised American citizens 
— both white and Negro — who 
live in Washington choose their 
local officials — a right denied 
them since 1874. 
The 23rd Amendment to the 
Constitution — adopted in 1961 
— gave Washingtonians the vote 
for president. They responded 
with gusto — more than 200,000 
registered and 90 per cent of 
those voted last November. 
CONGRESS HOLDS REINS 
Control of local affairs, how­ 
ever, still rests essentially with 
Congress, and to some extent 
with three appointed commis­ 
sioners — one an Army engi­ 
neer. 
Now, 91 years after it with-, 
drew home rule power from the 
District of Columbia, Congress 
may give it back. 
For the sixth time since 1949 
the Senate is expected to ap­ 
prove home rule legislation chis 
year. The House has never vot­ 
ed for 
home rule, 
but the 
chances now are rated better 
than ever before. 
Behind some of the opposition 
to home rule, especially in Con­ 
gress, appears to be this statis­ 
tic: Washington is now about 57 
per cent Negro. 
NEGRO MAYOR POSSIBLE 
Thus, if the nation’s capital is 
given the vote, there is a strong 
chance it would become the first 
major city in the country to 
elect a Negro mayor. One of the 
three present commissioners — 
John Duncan — is a Negro. 
When the Senate District of 
Columbia Committee held home 
rule hearings in March, Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., put 
this question to Walter N. To- 
briner, president of the Board of 
Commissions: 
“What is the basis of the op­ 
position to home rule?’* 
Tobringer replied: 
FEA R NEGRO RULE 
“I would say the basis is, 
first, a feeling that this is a fed­ 
eral city, in which the federal 
interest will not be adequately 
protected except under the ex­ 
isting system. 
“I would have to say, in all 
candor, Sen. Kennedy, that an 
other often unexpressed opposi 
lion to home rule in the District 
of 
Columbia 
is 
the 
feeling 
among 
some 
people 
that 
it 
might result in the domination 
of the city government by Ne­ 
groes.’* 
Most of the 60 persons who 
testified before the committee 
supported home rule. The prin 
cipal opposition came from the 
Metropolitan Board of Trade, 
which represents business lead 
ers. and the all-white District of 
Columbia Federation of Citizens 
Associations.

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Salary Hike To Make Pa. 
Legislators Third Best 
Paid In U.S.; Sure Of OK 
By JACK LYNCH 
HARRISBURG (AP) — Penn­ 
sylvania legislators are getting 
ready to vote themselves an 
immediate $1,800 expense ac­ 
count increase and a $1,200 sal­ 
ary hike to be effective in Jan­ 
uary, 1967. 
The bills are drafted and re­ 
quire only final agreement be­ 
tween the leadership of both 
houses and about sponsorship. 
If approved, and there seems 
little doubt that they will be, the 
bills would make Pennsylvania 
legislators the third highest paid 
among the 50 states. 
The 259 legislators now re­ 
ceive $6,000 a year salary, plus 
$3,000 expenses. 
ONLY N. Y. MUCH HIGHER 
The expense account would go 
to $4,800 immediately, but be­ 
cause the law precludes incum­ 
bents from receiving pay raises 
the salary hike has to wait un­ 
til 1967 when all members of the 
House and half the 50 senators 
begin new terms. 
To compensate those senators 
who will be in mid-term, expens­ 
es will be raised by $3,000 in 
1967 until they become eligible 
for the salary increase two 
years later. 
A $7,200 annual salary would 
rank third behind New York 
and Michigan and edge Califor 
nia’s $6,000. 
WORK ON BUDGET 
In action Tuesday, more than 
a billion dollars worth of appro­ 
priations bills were advanced 
in both houses as # Democrats 
and Republicans continued to 
work on their separate budget 
proposals. 
The 
Democratic-controlled 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee sent to the floor its own ver 
sion of spending proposals for 
the new fiscal year totaling 
more than $1.2 billion. Remain­ 
ing bills in the over-all Demo 
cratic program were scheduled 
for release today. 
Senate Republicans continued 
to work on Gov. Scranton’s ver 
sion of the new budget, sending 
the $13.5 million mass transit 
bill to the floor and increasing 
the scholarship-loan proposal by 
$1.5 million. 
HELM CONFINED 
Outside the financial sphere, 


Democrats finally provided the 
votes to confirm former Repub­ 
lican Speaker of the House W. 
Stuart Helm as the $20,000-a- 
year secretary of the common­ 
wealth. 
But in the House, Democrats 
renewed their attempts to share 
control of the joint State Gov 
eminent Commission, the re 
search arm of the legislature. 
In an apparent attempt to 
gain bargaining leverage for top 
jobs on the commission, the 
Democrats quietly deleted from 
the general appropriation bill 
the entire $500,000 allocation for 
the agency. 
A prominent Republican indi­ 
cated his party might bend a 
little to the Democratic pro­ 
posals, but not for a collateral 
staff from top to bottom.

BLAME FAULTY 
ELEVATOR FOR 
PARTY SPLIT

MEXICO CITY (AP)—An out- 
of-order 
elevator 
is 
being 
blamed for splitting apart a 
Mexican political party. 
The party is the Authentic 
party of the Mexican Revo­ 
lution, smallest and weakest of 
Mexico’s four. 
The blame for the split is 
being laid on the balky ele­ 
vator 
by 
Mexican 
political 
writers—with a certain tongue- 
in-cheek air. 
The elevator is in a building 
which houses the party’s head­ 
quarters, on the fourth floor. 
And that, says party Presi­ 
dent Jacinto B. Trevino, 81, is 
too far for a veteran of Mexico’s 
1910 
revolution 
to 
walk 
up 
stairs. 
DISCIPLINE WEAKENED 
So, with the elevator out of 
order, Trevino quit going to 
party headquarters. When he 
did, his opposition within the 
party 
began 
growing 
more 
vocal. Discipline weakened. 
It weakened so much that one 
of the party’s representatives in 
Congress. Luis G. Olloqui, be­ 
gan making speeches in praise 
of things the Authentics had 
always been against. Included 


in Olloqui’* praise were revolu­ 
tionary 
leader 
and 
bandit 
Pancho Villa, and former strong 
man President Plutarco Elias 
Calles. These men have always 
been unpraiseworthy to Trevino. 
It was too much. Trevino pub­ 
licly dismissed Olloqui from the 
party. 
But Olloqui refused to be 
ousted, terming Trevino’s action 
illegal because the meeting at 
which it was taken was not held 
in party headquarters — out-of- 
order elevator, or no. 
DECISION IN PALL 
Olloqui called newsmen to a 
downtown cafe 
and declared 
that if party matters could be 
treated just anywhere, he was 
here and now declaring Trevino 
ousted from the party. A faction 
of the party backed Olloqui. 
Trevino asked Congress to un­ 
seat Olloqui on the ground that 
Olloqui occupies one of five 
seats granted the Authentics on 
the basis of the party’s total 
vote in the last election. 
So, said Trevino, since Olloqui 
is In Congress as a party repre­ 
sentative rather than a repre 
sentative of an electoral district, 
he should be removed from 
Congress as a result of being 
ousted from the party. 
Congress convenes in Septem­ 
ber. So the dispute has groimd 
to a stand-off, but the elevator 
is working fine now.

Trucks guarded by policemen in 
bright red patrol cars rolled out 
of Philadelphia’s sprawling food

jtrike by Teamsters Local 107 
continued. 
Truck traffic was reduced in 
the Philadelphia and Wilming­ 
ton, Del., area, and perishables 
and produce wilted and with­ 
ered at some points.

PROTEST FIRING 
Local 107 members, protest­ 
ing the firing of four members 
by Roadway Express Inc. June 
ll started the wildcat walkout 
Monday. They have halted vir­ 
tually all trucks, telling the 
drivers to uncouple their rigs, 
or park their trucks and go 
borne. 
Between 40 and 50 men were 
arrested Tuesday for interfering 
with traffic or for vandalism to 
trucks. 
Judge Leo Weinrott, whose 
Injunction against the wildcat 
walkout was not obeyed, or­ 
dered 17 union officials, busi­ 
ness managers and trustees be­ 
fore him today to face possible 
contempt charges. 
“I can’t believe that this dis­ 
regard of the law is actually 
happening in the United States 
of America,” Judge Weinrott 
said. 
After the judge’s injunction 
Monday, Local 107 leaders told 
the drivers to go back to work. 
The members voted that night 
to continue the walkout. From 
Washington, Teamsters 
Presi­ 
dent James R. Hoffa directed 
the strikers to get back to driv­ 
ing. 
“lf the men do not return to 
work Wednesday,” said Hoffa, 
"the 
Philadelphia 
employers 
have indicated there will be 
mass discharges.” 
ONI OF LARGEST 
Local 107, with about 12,000 
members in the Philadelphia 
and Wilmington, Del., area, is 
one of the country’s largest 
Teamsters locals. 
Police radio said today it was 
providing escort service in an­ 
swer to “all responsible re­ 
quests.”

SAME OLD TROUBLE 
The wartime partners trusted 
each other so little that they 
insisted when a big decision hac 
to be made in the U.N. Security 
Council any one of the Big Five 
powers could kill it with a veto 
The five were the United States 
China, Britain, France and the 
Soviet Union. 
But it was the veto which hac 
helped destroy the League of 
Nations. 
The United Nations was pat 
terned in many ways after the 
old league. The latter had a 
council, where a veto could kill 
action, and an assembly. The 
United Nations had a security 
council and an assembly. 
ALL WANTED VETO 
The United States. Britain and 
the Soviet Union all wanted the 
veto built into the U.N. Charter. 
President Harry S. Truman said 
later in his memoirs the Senate 
would never have approved U.S. 
membership in the United Na­ 
tions without the power to veto 
actions by others. 
In the years since 1945. with 
the United Nations growing to 
114 members, there have been 
110 votes, 103 by the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
There have been wars, 
blockades 
and 
turmoil. 
But 
there has been no general war. 
When the diplomats left San 
Francisco 20 years ago this 
week they still had hope. That 
hope 
hasn’t died 
completely. 
But the sense of joy is long 
gone. There was no real new 
beginning. 
And the hope that’s left, such 
as it is, is shaky.

AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP)—Business 
has a big opportunity today to 
cash in on the federal excise 
tax cuts. 
The way a consumer can ben­ 
efit is by buying something. The 
cut in federal income tax rates 
showed up for millions of Amer­ 
icans in larger take-home pay. 
The excise tax cut will show up 
only on the price tags of certain 
goods or services, and until he 
buys one of these the consumer 
isn’t affected. 
ADVERTISE LOWER PRICES 
Some retailers across the na­ 
tion already are advertising the 
lower prices on a long list of 
affected goods. These are most­ 
ly the ones on which the excise

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — How long will the war 
in South Viet Nam last? 
The prospect is that victory 
still is an indefinite number of 
rice crops away and probably 
an indefinite number of billions 
of dollars. 
That is, if it is fought to a mil­ 
itary conclusion. 
VIEW OF PESSIMISTS 
Some pessimists hold that vic­ 
tory on the battlefield can be 
won, if at all, only after decades 
of steady wearing struggle and 
that the only sensible solution 
will result from political nego­ 
tiations. But no negotiations are 
in sight. 
Some optimists think that a 
military 
verdict 
can 
be 
achieved in at most a few years 
by cutting off the Viet Cong 
from their supply sources and 
destroying their strength in the 
field by the attrition of many 
battles. 
All agree, more or less, how­ 
ever, that military victory will 
be delayed or rendered impossi­ 
ble if the South Vietnamese fail 
to maintain a strong central 
government in Saigon which the 
people can respect and support. 
TALKED WITH MANY 
After being in the country six 
weeks and talking with scores of 
people at many levels I wonder 
if my judgment of the situation 
is any better than it was after I 
had been here six hours. 
This is one of those places in 
which the more you study the 
less sure you are that vou have 
all the key facts in hand. 
I’d like to present the view of 
some of those I’ve discussed the 
war with. 
AM ERICAN COLONEL 
An American colonel: 
“ I thought it was hopeless. 
But now I have hope. I think our 
airpower has enabled us to turn 
the corner. It boosted the mo­ 
rale of the people. I don’t know 
how long it will take but I be­ 
lieve now we can win.” 
A French businessman: 
“You can’t win with airpower 
and you can’t win by running ap 
and down the roads in armored 
cars. The French tried that and 
lost. You can’t win except with 
masses of infantry. Until you do 
that we are all prisoners here.” 
An American major: 
“If we had enough artillery 
and 
mop-up 
units 
statioued 
along the Laotian border to in­ 
tercept their supplies we could 
whip them in the field. I’d say 
we could do it in two or three 
years.” 
VETERAN NEW SPAPERMAN 
A veteran newspaperman: 
“The Viet Cong aren’t getting 
weaker, they’re stronger. They 
used to fight as squads, platoons 
or. at the most, as companies. 
Now they’re organized at the 
battalion 
and 
even 
regiment 
level. They hold the country­ 
side. We hold cities. Our air 
power 
is 
hurting 
them 
but 
where are we going to get the 
manpower to whip them?” 
An American sergeant: 
“ If they (the South Vietnam­ 
ese) can’t win with their own 
guts we can’t do it with dol­ 
lars. This whole country to me 
isn’t worth one drop of Ameri­ 
can blood. I get out of here in 
three months and I’ll be glad to 
go.” 
AM ERICAN CAPTAIN 
An American captain: 
“ We can win over here if the 
American people will just stick 
with us. If a guy is willing to lay 
his life on the line to what we’re 
trying to do over here, the peo­ 
ple back home shouldn’t mind 
paying a little extra tax mon­ 
ey.” 
Whatever the outcome of the 
war is, clearly it isn’t a struggle 
for the sunshine soldier or the 
summer patriot. It’s a grinding 
bewilderment in a quest for suc­ 
cess.

Or, in 
some instances, they are mak­ 
ers of consumer items who use 
other 
manufactured 
products 
and supplies in producing their 
own goods. 
Whether these lower prices 
will be passed along to the con­ 
sumer can vary from store to 
store, dealer to dealer, from re­ 
gion to region. In some cases 
the trail between original man­ 
ufacturer to ultimate consumer 
is so torturous that it will be 
difficult to pass along the cut, let 
alone to be sure it was passed 
along. 
Where the tax cut takes a 
form convincing to the con­ 
sumer, here, too, purchases are 
expected to ri«e. 
WILL HELP PROFITS 
And this great volume of bus­ 
iness will help not only sales 
totals but also profits, since the 
lower prices reflect only what 
the Treasury formerly was tak­ 
ing. 
Many merchants realize that 
their big hurdle now is to con­ 
vince the public that the tax cut 
actually is benefiting the cus­ 
tomer.
